A correspondent of the 
Inter-Ocean does not exaggerate 
when he says that, in the present 
disastrous condition of railway 
investments, {t would-rcquire an amount 
of cheek unknown e¥en in a book agent, 
to solicit subscriptions to the stock of a 
new wide-gauge railway, on the basis 
simply of its belng a good investment. 
The construction of wide-gauge 
rdads. is,‘Jo fact, a thing of the 
past, and the problem of new means of 
transportation at the present time has re- 
solved itself into a choice between nar- 
row-gauge roads or notbing, 

The ecogomy and practicability of the 
former is, therefore, a matter of extend- 
ed interest. Fortunately, we do not 
have to rely upon theories. A consid- 
erable number of the narrow gauge 
roads are in operation, and from 
their annual statements we can gather 
facts that canaot be denied. The Min- 
eral Range railway in Michigan is twelve 
aud a balf milestong. It cost $28,050 a 
mile, and yet it earned in its first year a 
dividend of 231¢ per cent., after paying 
interest on its debt, and state taxes. 
The Parker and Karns City railroad in 
the Pennsylvania oilregion isten and a 
half miles long, and cost $21,615 a mile. 
This road earned a dividend of 20 per 
cent., besides a handsome margin for re- 
newalsand improvemenis. These two 
roads were builtin rough sections that 
demanded sharp curves ard gradients. 
Their average costa mile was three times 
greater than the cost of similar roads in 
Georgia would be no matter in what part 
of the state they might be located, for 
we can build aad equip narrow gauge 
roads at seventhousand dollarsa mile. 

It has been claimed that a ‘‘baby” rail- 
road could not do a large business per 
mile. The oil road that we have named 
is earning 812,505 a mile, and the 
narrow gauge railway the 
Clear-creek Canon earns each year $14,- 
000 amile, These facts certainly show 
that their capacity is great enough te ac- 
commodcate the business of any scction 
in the south.

Ile owned large tracts of 
land, was interested im rolling mills and 
smelting works, was engaged largely in 
the Qlumber business, possessed silver, 
lead, ircn and coal minesin Missour, 
North Carolina, Utah, and Arizona, en- 
gaged in the shipping business, and was 
the president of three railroads at the 
time of his death. His estate Las been 
estimated at $5,000,000, on which there 
are debts amounting to ab ut $1,400,000. 
Last year Capt. Ward fell dead in the 
streets of Detroit from apoplexy. He 
had been divorced from his first wife, 
who is now dead, by whom he had 5 chil- 
dren, and had married a second wife, who 
survives him with 2 infantchilildren, By 
his willsome propefty valued at about 
$2,000,000 was to goto his second wife 
and ber children, and the residue of the 
estate to the children by his first wife.
